U.S. bishops tell Catholics to 
oppose abortion as an immoral act 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS) — The USS. 
Catholic bishops, in the strongest possible 
terms, have rejected the recent Supreme Court 
decision on abortion, declaring that laws con- 
forming to the Court’s opinion are “immoral 
laws, in opposition to God’s plan of creation 
and to the Divine Law...” 


“ ., there can be no moral acceptance of 
the... decision which professes to legalize 
abortion,” the bishops said in their general 
statement on the ruling, and they termed the 
Court’s opinion ‘erroneous, unjust and 
immoral.” 


In a “pastoral message,” Catholics were told 
to “oppose abortion as an immoral act” and 
that they need not obey any law that requires 
abortion. 


THE MESSAGE also pointed out again that 
any Catholic who is a party to abortion is 
automatically excommunicated, urged all 
physicians to retain an “ethical concern” for 
the welfare of both mother and unborn child, 
asked the legal profession to “articulate and 
safeguard” the rights of the father of the 
unborn child and praised efforts of pro-life 
groups around the nation. 

In urging pro-life agencies to ‘set in motion 


the machinery needed to assure legal and con- 
stitutional conformity to the basic truth that 


the child is a ‘person,’” the bishops came clos- 
est in the pastoral message to asking for a con- 
stitutional amendment to overturn the Sup- 
reme Court ruling. 


The bishops warned that “bringing about 
a reversal” of the high court’s decisions in 
the Texas and Georgia cases—which struck 
down all restrictive abortion laws in the 
country — “will require unified and persis- 
tent efforts.” 


“BUT WE MUST begin now,” they said, ‘in 
our churches, schools and homes, as well as 
in the larger community to instill reverence for 
life at all stages. We take as our mandate the 
words from the Book of Deuteronomy: ‘I set 
before you life or death... choose life then, 
that you and your descendants may live ...”” 


“This opinion... fails to protect the most 
basic human right — the right to life. There- 
fore, we reject this decision of the court 
because, as Pope John said: ‘If any government 
does not acknowledge the rights of man or vio- 
lates them ... its order completely lacks juridi- 
cal force.’” 5 


The pastoral message added that the court 
completely failed to grasp scientific evidence 
that the fetus is an “individual human being” 
which is in the “first phase of the long and con- 
tinuous process of human development that 
‘begins at conception and terminates at death.”

Since we 
cannot guarantee what will be purchased, they need give 
us no assurance of adequate food or service.

De we expect guarantees and are we 
willing to operate only within safe little rules before we 
do anything, especially in religion?

In our religious formation and life, do we look for the 
security of a few guaranteed doctrines and the protection 
of a few air-tight rules? That way We can figure on making 
just enough to pay our way into heaven and won’t get stuck 
with any leftover virtues that weren’t necessary, and we 
especially escape responsibility for others. 

A responsible Christian isn’t afraid of doing more than 
is necessary and is dedicated to the service of others. 
Rules spell out-safe minimums. The Gospel exacts greater 
responsibility.

A SPECIAL committee of

The conference, he said, 
would represent parish 
Spanish-speaking commit- 
tees of about 12 men, 
women and youths. 


“The small and large 
Spanish-speaking parish 
communities are the basis 
of a wider unity,” said Msgr.

HE NOTED that commis- 
sions in. each diocese to 
deal exclusively with 
Spanish-speaking concerns 
have been proposed by 
Auxiliary Bishop Patrick 
Flores of San Antonio. 


Such commissions would 
be represented “in all 
departments of the dioce- 
san apostolates — doctri- 
nal, social, catechetical, 
liturgical, educational, 
political and legislative,” 
said Msgr. Chavez. 


Headed by a president, 
the parish committees 
would “share the responsi- 
bility of reaching as large a 
number of Spanish- 
speaking persons in. the 
parish as possible, and of 
obtaining a pledge to sup- 
port, at least with signa- 
tures, the ideals and pro- 
jects of our union.” 


COMMITTEE presidents, 
he continued, ‘“‘would keep 
members informed of 
achievements, events and 
movements in the different 
sectors of the Spanish- 
speaking. community.” a 
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lay conference proposed 


He cited such organiza- 
tions as the Padre Hidalgo 
Center, Chicano Federa- 
tion, Mexican-American 
Cultural Center in Texas 
and the Latin clubs. 


Msgr. Chavez said teams 
of priests and laity will be 
formed in parishes to pro- 
mote the establishment of 
the diocesan-wide confer- 
ence.

Treasure on the greens 


It’s golf time in the diocese, in case you haven’t 
noticed. Two big tournaments which help set off the 
golfing year are the Bob Hope Desert Classic around 
Palm Springs followed by the Andy Williams San 
Diego Open.

Both the Hope and the Williams tournaments have 
that pro-am aspect which leavens the seriousness 
of the pros and takes a little cash off the “ams” — 
$400 each. A tremendous amount of money is 
invested in the sport in this “golfing capital” area. 
The real estate, fees, promotions, clothes, gimmicks 
must represent much treasure spent on the game. 
And as for time and talent, it’s enough to make Ste- 
wardship “green” with envy. However, the golf 
events do provide useful injections of money for 
many charities, so we mustn’t be too envious. 


Weapons take it, too 


While on the subject of pastimes and sports we 
cannot overlook the enormous investment in guns 
which are used mostly for sport. Our recent editor- 
ial suggesting handguns should be banned brought 
Father John Nesbitt, of San Diego’s Our Lady of the 
Sacred Heart parish, descending like a visiting 
cherub. He is by far the nicest spokesman for the 
National Rifle Association I know, but even his 
Northern Irish charm and brogue cannot convince 
me that we need the deadly things. 


Of course there are targets and those who like to 
shoot at them.

But it’s that Saturday night shoot-out in a 
brawl — domestic or otherwise — which concerns 
me. If that little gun were not handy, how many hot 
tempered murders might be averted? 


Congress reflections 


It could be said that Father John McCall, the 
exuberant Jesuit from Boston, stole the show at the 
recent CCD Congress. There’s always the problem 
of enticing people away from other workshops with 
such a popular speaker. The Community Concourse 
was a very comfortable and spacious setting and the 
arrangements were well planned. However, there 
was an uncomfortable proximity for Father Jerry 
Bevilacqua’s workshop in discipleship because that 
quiet and gentle man found himself adjacent to a 
workshop on music for pre-school children — com- 
plete with demonstrations.

We who 
work in the goldfish bowl known as newspapers 
know that you can write 99 things correctly, with no 
acknowledgement from readers, but make one 
minor slip and a thousand letters will point it out. 


First among Benedictines 


His calling card reads: Reverendissimo P. Abate 
Primate Remberto G. Weakland, OSB. That’s the 
Italian version of the fact that he is Abbot Primate 
of the Benedictines of the world — the first among 
abbots — and has his headquarters in Rome. Paying 
his first visit to San Diego last week, he told me how 
he had spent a profitable time enjoying the 
exchange with the 50 prioresses of Benedictine con- 


vents in the United States. They assembled to meet . 


with him in retreat and conference at the lovely 
Paducah Drive Convent of Perpetual Adoration. 


The American-born abbot explained he is not 
“head” of all Benedictines like the rather military 
sounding “general” of the Jesuits. Abbot Weakland 
is elected by his order to. be the “point of unity” 
among the 20 congregations of the confederation of 
male Benedictines in the world, and to represent 
them at the Vatican. For sisters and nuns of the 
order he is also that point of facilitating unity. 


There are 11,000 men and 21,000 women Benedic- 
tines around the world, and Abbot Weakland spends 


Benedictine ‘point of unity’ 


much of his. time travelling to them, from South 
Africa to Tanzania, from San Diego to India. His six- 
year term is up in September, but he could be re- 
elected. He is the first American primate since Pope 
Leo XIII established the confederation 90 years ago. 
His four predecessors came from Europe. 


Leaving the sisters at the convent for his plane, 
he told me he found them “courageous, profound 
and more serene each time I meet with them.” (See 
story page 7.) 


Second time around 


I see Nino Lo Bello is at it again. He was the man 
who wrote the supposed expose of Vatican finances 
which proved to be more fable than fact. Now 
he has produced a book on the finances of the 
Catholic Church in the United States which, accord- 
ing to reviews, contains similar fantasies. 


He’s even repeated that old calumny that the 


Jesuits own 51 per cent of the Bank of America. 
Maybe he believes that if the lie is big enough and 
repeated often enough people will accept it. 


Authorities must beware of 
hindering family, social or 
cultural groups, as well 
as intermediate bodies 
and institutions. They 
must not deprive them of 
their lawful and effective 
activity, but should 
rather strive to promote 
them in an orderly 
fashion.

Diocesan schools 
subsidy queried 


The headline (SC Feb. 8) 
reads, “CCD alive, flourish- 
ing in diocese.” The 
response to the CCD Cong- 
ress was, indeed, excellent. 


Unfortunately, CCD is not 
flourishing, and to think so 
is a delusion not shared by 
the majority of participants 
at the parish level — both 
adults and children. 


’ Ido not imply criticism of 
the hundreds of good 
people who work in the 
CCD program. They lack 
two essential ingredients — 
funds, and genuine support 
at the highest levels. This 
lack of concern is reflected 
in the most recent annual 
report of the diocese. 


In 1971, the diocese sub- 
sidized diocesan schools 
$899,439. CCD, including 
adult education received 
only $80,561, although there 
were approximately twice 
as many youngsters en- 
rolled in CCD. 


The enrollment figures 
are deceptive, because of 
the large number of youngs- 
ters who are not enrolled in 
CCD, at least in part due to 
the mediocrity of most par- 
ish programs. 


In 1972, my own parish 
subsidized the parish 
school $36,000, and CCD 
$10,750. 


Is it either wise or just to 
continue spending three 
quarters or more of our 
limited educational dollars 
on less than one third of our 
youngsters? I hope this 
question will be vigorously 
discussed at all levels of the 
synod. i

Barstow textbook 
decision defended 


I am writing to register a 
protest against the unjus- 
tified censorship imposed 
by the CCD office against 
the Daughters of St. Paul 
books and to provide a 
qualified defense of the 
books themselves. 


Father Denis Ryan is 
entitled to his opinion, and 
entitled to try to convince 
others that he is right. I 
would even agree that his 
office has the right to 
exclude books from the con- 
gress which contain hereti- 
cal material. 


But this is not the charge 
against the Daughters’ 
books. 


I am the principal of St. 
Joseph’s parish grade 
school of religion, probably 
the largest user of the 
Daughters’ books in the dio- 
cese. 

I am at least as responsi- 
ble as anyone for our 
parish’s use of these books, 
and I would like the oppor- 
tunity to explain why they 
are used here. 


I agree with Father Ryan 
that the series teaches 
Catholicism “as a body of 
truths rather than a way of 
life.” 

Further, I agree that this 
is a bad thing. In fact, I 
think that this is the most 
serious single thing wrong 
with most Catholics’ under- 
standing of their Faith. Des- 
pite this, we use the books: 

Our parish CCD board has 
a committee to review 
available textbook series. 


We have read the USS. 
Catholic Conference report 
which he quotes. The other 
series all have their prob- 
lems too. You have to con- 
sider -which series best 
meets local needs. 

The most important fac- 
tors, to us, have been these: 


The teacher’s manual is 


easily used by an untrained ~ 


teacher. 


There is an accompany- 
ing workbook. 


There is a_ significant 
amount of text material in 
the student textbook. This 
allows the parent to help 
teach the student at home. 


The series is organized as 
a series. Each grade level 
has a different emphasis. _ 

I wish we had a better 
series. I wish we had more 
and better qualified 
teachers, so we could use a 
teacher-dependent series. I 
wish our parents were more 
interested. 


I wish all Catholics 
realized that Catholicism is 
a way of life, not a body of 
facts. I wish a lot of things, 
but that doesn’t make them 
happen. 

In our circumstances, we 
feel we can best teach our 
students that Christianity is 
a way of life by showing 
them that way of life in the 
lives of our teachers and, 
hopefully, their parents. 

If they learn a “body of 
truths” along the way, so 
much the better; some of 
those truths will help them 
sooner or later.

PRIESTS OF THE diocese are taking a 
three-month refresher course in Rome on 
Church renewal and theology. 


Most recently returned from taking the 
course is. Father Laurence McLaughlin, 
who said a major theme developed at 
Rome’s Institute for Continuing Theologi- 
cal Education was: 


“The Church exists in a changing world 
and not in a vacuum and the ideas of the 
world must somehow be reflected in the 
life of the Church.” 


FATHER McLAUGHLIN, associate pas- - 


tor at Mission San Diego de Aleala, said 
the institute “reinforced my own personal 
insights of the world around me which will 
be reflected in my preaching and teaching 
in the parish and diocese.” 


The institute, he said, gives priests a bet- 
ter grasp of Vatican II Church renewal and 
of its 16 promulgated documents. 


He also praised Bishop Leo T. Maher’s 
endorsement of the institute as demon- 
strating “his concern for the continuing 
education of priests so that they will be 
better able to serve the people.” 


THE THREE-MONTH course is given 
twice a year at the Pontifical North Ameri- 
can College in Rome which trains Ameri- 
can priests. It is sponsored by the U.S. 
bishops who name the priests to attend 
either the September or March session. 


Father Neal Dolan, diocesan vocations 
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director, and Father Frederick Florek, 
associate pastor at Our Mother of Confi- 
dence Church, San Diego, will attend in 
March. 


Priests are given an insight into current 
theological thought so that they can better 
implement refornis started by the Second 
Vatican Council, Father McLaughlin said. 


SESSIONS ARE held at Rome colleges 
and universities with more than 40 experts 
in theology and other fields as teachers. 
Classes include dogmatic and moral 
theology, contemporary philosophy and 
how it has been affected by existentialism 
and neo-Marxism, the Scriptures, liturgy, 
and ecumenism. 


There were visits to the Vatican and the 
Roman Curia sacred congregations, an 
audience with Pope Paul, and trips to the 


World Council of Churches headquarters 


in Geneva, the Taize ecumenical commun- 
ity in France and the Cluny Protestant 
center near Geneva. 


Father McLaughlin. said that ‘the 
institute cannot but help “affect a priest’s 
relationships with his parish and com- 
munity. It gives us a good idea of what 
Vatican II wanted to do and of what to 
expect in the Church of the future. 


“TO ANYONE who has never visited 


Rome, a visit to the Eternal City is an 
education in itself,” he added. 


The institute has proven so popular in 
U.S. dioceses that its 40 to 50 places are 
booked well in advance. :

Abbot sees ‘remarkable upswing’ in vocations

THERE HAS been a 
“remarkable upswing” in 
the past two years in voca- 
tions to the Benedictine 
orders of priests and sis- 
ters. This hopeful view 
came last week from Abbot 
Primate Rembert Weak- 
land, OSB, in San Diego. 


_“T do not like to. prognos- 
ticate on the basis of a two- 
year period, but in the past 
two years there has been a 
remarkable upswing,’ he 
said. “There are novices in 
religious houses where 
there had been none.”

“But now we are finding 
that people sense the need 
for a great deal of profun- 
dity, so that ‘interiority’ is 
the key word today.”

“BUT AS _ I travel the 
world I am convinced that 
the values we represent are 
values the Church needs, at 
all times and in all cul- 
tures.” 


The particular values of 
prayer, community and sol- 
itude are becoming accept- 
able again, he said. “People 
are seeking these as neces- 
sities and are gravitating 
towards the monastic com- 
munity experience once 
more.” 

The office in Rome is 
funded by a seven dollar 
contribution from every 
monastery for every profes- 
sed monk. An international 
school for theology, liturgy 
and philosophy is also 
maintained in the Italian 
capital, as well as special 
commissions in other capi- 
tal cities. 


IN PARTICULAR refer- 
ence to women religious, 
Father Weakland said they 
are becoming more and 
more community conscious 
and are trying to arrange 
their apostolic services so 
that they can maintain this 
community structure. 


“They want to maintain 
community life, prayer, and 
exchange. The old 
individualism is dying out 
and there is a deepening of 
prayer,” he said.

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Stewardship total 
nears $1.5 million’ 
as pledges return 


RETURNS early in the week indicated that Ste- 
wardship ’73 pledges of gifts should reach $1.5 mill- 
ion by this weekend. 

First reports from the second Commitment Sun- 
day, Feb. 18, brought totals pledged to $1,107,169 — 
or 55.3 per cent of the $2 million goal. 

“These represent gifts from more than 13,000 
donors and are a tremendous start toward our 
objectives of reaching every family in the diocese,” 
said Msgr. William Spain, diocesan stewardship 
moderator. 

IN COMING weeks stewards will visit families 
which have not made a pledge. Pledges may be 
redeemed in one or several payments. 


Twenty-six parishes have met or exceeded their 
target. Parishes will be rebated funds in excess of 
75 per cent of their goals and will share a minimum 
of $500,000. 


Other stewardship funds will go for education, 
seminary training, vocations, priests’ formation, 
social service agencies and care for retired and 
infirm priests.

Our Catholic schools — wh: 


Dr. H. Giles Schmid became diocesan superin- 
tendent of schools last summer. During this school 
year he has been able to visit at least half the 
schools in the diocese, meet with pastors, parents 
and faculty and see the classroom action. In this 
special interview with Michael Newman, editor of 
the Southern Cross, he makes his first report. Dr. 
Schmid was formerly associate director for educa- 
tion of the U.S. Catholic Conference in Washing- 
LOND... 


You’ve recently visited about half of our 
schools in the diocese. What is the overall 
picture? 


I was told in Washington and in other places on 
my way out here that the schools in the San Diego 
diocese are in good shape, and I am finding them 
to be so. There’s spontaneity in classroom answers 
which shows a real healthy sign. There’s a much 
greater feeling among faculty of being relaxed and 
that things are coming along all right. The schools 
here are healthy. 


What is your basis of comparison? Would 
we be kidding ourselves? We’re not ignor- 
ant of the fact that there are problems in 
the schools? 


Certainly. But there’s not a panic feeling as they 
have in St. Louis, as they have currently in Min- 
nesota and Iowa where it’s not a question of closing 
one, two or three schools, it’s six or eight. New York 
just reported that one congregation alone is closing 
ten schools next fall. That kind of pressure is not 
present here. 


How do we stand in this diocese over clos- 
ing of schools? What does the future hold? 


Right now I don’t see any more schools closing. 
I don’t call a merger a school closing. We do plan 
a merger at this time which will make things better 
for both schools. Our Lady of Guadalupe, San Diego, 
has a low enrollment and an extremely high unit 
cost. They have a lovely facility, but just not enough 
people and they just can’t make a go of it. But one 
mile away they have a good school — Our Lady of 
Angels — but they just don’t have the facilities. 


Are no closings planned? 


None right now. There are two or three schools 
where the enrollment is precariously low, but no 
religious order has written me saying they are with- 
drawing; no pastor has informed me they are going 
to close. But they do have problems. There are about 
four where enrollment is low enough, and where the 
area looks as though it just doesn’t have enough 
people to support it. 


It’s not a panicky kind of thing, but just measuring. 
up to the problems. That awful panic of the last eight 
years has gone. 


What about high schools? 


High schools are in good shape. The mergers have 
come off very successfully. Their programs are 
working, their faculties are working together. It 
takes about four years to complete a high school 
merger. The first and second years are rather like 
a heart transplant situation — troublesome and 
unsettled at first. I think the schools are “up and 
going” and in good shape. 


The high schools receive a heavy subsidy, 
though. Do you think they wit live without 
it? 


This diocese really cares about education, from 
the bishop down. No bishop in the United States 
gives the kind of financial support to schools which 
Bishop Maher does. For the number of students at 
high school, no diocese gives more to education. The 
kind of assistance being given direct and through 
Stewardship is going to help us turn the corner dur- 
ing the next two years. 


The bishop has given us a two year lead, and we’re 
grateful. The high schools have got to become finan- 
cially independent of diocesan subsidy. In the 1950s 
the hospitals became independent of the bishops. 
In the 60s it was the Catholic poe Now it’s the 
turn of the high sehoots: 


What about tuition and 
prognostication? 


Theré is no question that costs 
continue to rise, like everything e] 
piest things on the horizon is this t 
the real cost of educ@Sonw@ p 
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What about the committee, on which we 
both serve, on the total teaching mission 
of the Church in this diocese? 


A gréat deal is coming out of this committee. We 
have been meeting regularly with Father Denis Ryan 
and his CCD staff and we have identified seven 
areas where we have a common concern and we are 
beginning to study under each of these programs 
how can we more complement one another. 


We find-we should be working closer with the 
youth activities section and could do it quite easily. 
We’re on the doorstep of a new era in Catholic 
education. We. are going to see many of these educa- 
tional efforts come together so that we complement 
one another. 


What about teaching adults, who have 
come through some years of change and 
worry? Do you find there isa greater ten- 
dency for adults to get involved in their 
children’s religious education? 


I really don’t know. I would like to get parents 
to come every month to sit down in the class — what- 
ever the subject — to have explained by the teacher 
what she is doing, and why, and explain to the par- 
ents where they can help in the home background. 
I want a new partnership in education. 


Education in the last 30 years has tried to say it 
is doing more than it realistically can. You can’t 
send a child to a school and forget about him. The 
things we caré about most — attitudes, values, moral 
and religious practice, whatever you do at school 
— will not be implemented in the child’s life unless 
it is complemented at home. More learning takes 
place outside the classroom than inside it. 


We have a Catholic university, with a 
religious studies department. Do you feel 
they should be more directly involved? 


Ihave visited with them and the situation is rather 
like freshmen at their first dance — everyone wants 
to, but nobody makes the first move. What I have 
to find out is what are the greatest needs before I 


_ solicit their help — whether it’s in in-service train- 


ing for teaching, or a degree of supervision or in 


curriculum work. Some of this is already going on. 


Do you have fewer problems in school 
faculty now that there is a surplus? What 
is the faculty situation? 


We’re going to get a little more serious about 
evaluation. I think it’s not a matter of disciplining 
our teachers so much as making systematic efforts 
in growth and improvement. That’s why I am not 
sure whether our first thrust is going to be in cur- 


riculum or in administration. 


I think it would be much better for all our teachers 
if someone evaluates them twice a year — pointing 
out what they’re doing well as well as what areas 
they might improve and put it in writing. 


What about pastors? Do you find them hope- 
ful? 


No. Pastors are discouraged. I have to say that in 
all candor. Not all pastors are discouraged, but 
many. They have fought so hard to maintain their. 
Catholic schools under a lot of pressure and criti- 
cism, and they’re tired. I think the worst of this fight 
is over. It’s been frankly a fight for survival. 


I am really impressed with how thoroughly pas- 
tors know their schools and how they know what’s 
going on in the diocese. 


But you think the worst is past and things 
look much better? 


I do. I think the financial pressure is going to 
raise. I think the religious orders are becoming a 
little more settled and lay teachers are feeling more 
comfortable. I think I came to San Diego at the best 
time. The innovations going on in our high and 
elementary schools are thrilling. There’s great 
leadership being exhibited by these schools. 


Do you think religion will ever get back 
into public schools? 


Public educators are probably thinking about that 
more than ever before. They are facing up to the 
consequences of trying to outlaw religion by the 
complete separation of church and state. 


Four states right now have education departments 
accrediting teachers to teach about religion in the 
public schools. It will be slow. After all, the Con- 
stitution is based upon the inalienable rights given 
by God.

repeated “proofs” of love, and consis- 
tently we behave badly — to “test” the 
proof. 


What the other would give willingly 
we insist on taking by force. The con- 


cessions they offer may be used as . 


weapons in a power struggle that 
makes no sense at all. 


There is no end to the escape routes 
and avenues of _ rationalization 
through which we avoid grappling 
with the pain of our own feelings of 
inadequacy. 


USUALLY THERE is significant 
disparity between the public image 
we project and, our behavior within 
the family circle. And yet the reaction 
of those with whom we make contact 
without commitment is no criteria to 
apply to a family whose right to our 
commitment and unremitting care 
may be the very cause of our recoil 
into resentment and fear. 


However we delude ourselves as to 


our ability to love — and build 
impressive evidence to support the 
delusion — the unhappiness and 


unfulfilled needs of the family stand 
in inescapable rebuke.: 


Alas, too often, we would then 
destroy the family unit itself, than 
meet its accusation fairly. But divorce 
is seldom any answer to the problems 
lying beneath marital misery. Too 
often we carry the seeds of dissention 
with us! 


MARRIAGE IS not a game. There 
are no prizes won for points scored 
over one another. In the struggle to 


win, we lose more than we can afford. — 


Only one rule, one prize, one course 
is open to us in marriage. Only one 
answer pertains. Truth lies not in “I 
love... .but...”, only in “I love.. .and 
...” Love is patient, kind, gentle, long- 
suffering, not jealous, not puffed up. 
“There is no limit to love’s forbear- 
ance, its trust, its hope, its power to 
endure.” (I Corinthians 13:7)

US. bishops publish popular 
‘line of pamphlets and books

THE SOUTHERN CROSS frequently men- 
tions the United States Catholic Conference 
(USCC) and the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 


They seem highly structured, coldly 
efficient, very “establishment” — and remote. 
That’s the Church out there as opposed to the 
daily Christian living that concerns us here. 


Quite the opposite is true. Through the 
offices of the U.S. Catholic Conference, the 


bishops — in union with experts — offer gui- ’ 


dance and guidelines on a wide variety of rele- 
vant matters. 


ON THE NATIONAL level, the conference 
gives the bishops a voice that will be heard and 
reported in newspapers and on the radio and 
television. 


For local consumption, the publications 
office distributes a large number of highly use- 
ful pamphlets and leaflets at a very low cost. 
Take, for instance, a look at some of their more 
recent works. 


“Imperatives of Peace” (15¢) is a small leaf- 
let but it takes up the issues of post-Vietnam 
normalization. The key word for now is recon- 
ciliation. It examines the attitudes we must 
take about Vietnam veterans, conscientious 
objectors and our young people in general. 


PEACE IS MORE than a simple absence of 
war. It is much more than foreign relations 
negotiated far from our own -homes. The 
bishops remind us that “the imperatives of 
peace now demand intensive study of many 
complex and pressing moral issues.” 


One of these is. adequate housing and the 
USCC turns its attention to this in the leaflet 
“Where Shall the People Live?” (15¢). With the 
population continuing to shift to urban areas, 
many people are living in sub-standard shel- 
ters. 


The problems of people who remain in rural 
sections are becoming even more grave. The 
problems of farm workers, the harsh poverty 
of many and the competition from giant 
agricultural combines add to the population 
problem. 


THE FAMILY LIFE division of USCC offers 
Msgr. James T. McHugh’s “The Family in the 
Seventies ” (50¢). It consists of three essays, 
the first of which is an overview of married life 
and its direction in this decade. 


Msgr. McHugh then discusses the role of par- 
ents in religious education. It is beyond doubt 
that children form their basic religious con- 
cepts in the heart of family living. “It is in the 
day-to-day circumstances of family life that the 
announcing of Christ and the preaching of his 
message is achieved.” 


The final essay discusses moral values and 
conscience formation. Since an informed con- 


science is the ultimate norm of personal 
actions, it is vital that we have correct concepts 
in this matter. Msgr. McHugh is direct and 
readable when he writes about this. 


THE SAME DIVISION of USCC gives us Mary 
Kay Williams’ “Abortion: A Collision of 
Rights” (35¢). ‘You might want to throw up your 
hands as if to say we’ve heard all we want to 
about that subject. 


Anyone who thinks the last word has been 
said about abortion is not “with it.” The Sup- 
reme Court has opened up a whole new front 
by leaving out the rights of unborn children, 
the rights of the father and the rights of those 
whose consciences reject abortion as a means 
of population control. 


Further questions also arise on the entire 
pro-life question. If the first three months of 
life are not sacred, what about the last three 
months, i.e. how about euthanasia? 


MS. WILLIAMS also asks the question, “Who 
favors abortion?” Her answer, “the white, 
upper-class, liberal, educated non-Catholic 
male.” It seems that male chauvinism has been 
at work again. 


USCC’s Department of Health Affairs has 
just published two important pamphlets on 
drug abuse. One is by Father Roland Melody, 
ST, and titled “Values—Not Drugs” (40¢), and 
the other is called “CODE” (15¢), an acronym 
for the Catholic Office of Drug Education. 


Father Melody is directing his effort at the 
family. The prevention of drug abuse must 
begin with a family effort which combines 
facts, values and love. 


HIS CHAPTER on Christian living as an 
alternative to drugs begins with the complaint, 
“Father, I can’t get my kids to go to Sunday 
Mass anymore.” Have you heard that lately? 


“CODE” is one of the most useful pamphlets 


I have ever seen on the facts about drugs. Its 


aim is to give parents and teachers the straight 
facts about the different kinds of drugs and 
stimulants. Its value is increased by a two-page 
glossary of the most modern slang used in the 
drug sub-culture. 


With interest growing in Bible reading, the 
Catholic Biblical Apostolate has prepared a 
twelve-page bibliography. USCC published 
this in “People’s Bible Readings and Studies” 
(35¢). 


IT LISTS VARIOUS translations of the Bible, 
introductions to biblical studies and commen- 
taries. It also lists popular studies of various 
scriptural themes. 


Occasionally the USCC’s pamphlets lead to 
controversy. One such was “Theological Ref- 
lections on the Ordination of Women” (204). 
Archbishop John Quinn was chairman of the 
committee which authored this one. 


It’s another question that won’t go away and 
one that defies a simple answer. Women’s role 
in the Church must be expanded, but it must 
be done in a way that is thoroughly Catholic.

WHEN THE AMERICAN bishops want. to 
speak with more formality, they do so as the ~ 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 
Their last meeting was in November, 1972. 
USCC published two important documents 
from that meeting. “The Program of Continuing 
Education of Priests” (no price listed) and “To 
Teach as Jesus Did” (no price again) will set 
the tone of the apostolate for the next decade. 


Efforts to improve priestly formation, both 
spiritually and professionally, must concern 
the laity as much as it does the bishops. The 
people are the Church and they deserve the 
finest priestly ministration that can be 
attained. 


“To Teach as Jesus Did” is the result of many 
months of preparation and study. In draft form, 
it was circulated among teachers, parents and 
priests. Some of the columnists for the Southern 
Cross were among those who were consulted. 


This pamphlet studies Catholic education 
from the pastoral approach. It will be followed 
soon by a directory which will deal with the 
professional method and content of Catholic 
education.

Question: 
Does the Church allow a mother 
whose life is in danger to have an 
abortion? 


Abortion, in this context, means the direct 
taking of the life of the fetus. This can never 
be justified. Father Bernard Haring writes 
to the point in The Law of Christ: 


“No matter what the final verdict of medi- 
cal science may be, the Church holds fast, 
inexorably fast, to the principle that it can 
never be allowed — no matter what the cir- 
cumstances — to destroy by direct action an 
innocent child in the mother’s womb.” 


‘He adds, among the various reasons given, 
that ‘‘the very essence of mother love and 
of the maternal spirit of sacrifice demands 


that the mother be willing to forfeit her own 
life rather than presume to intervene in the 
life of her child. 


“She should be willing to sacrifice her 
own life rather than summon a physician to 
rescue her from danger by killing the infant 
in the womb.” 


However, the principle of “double-effect” 
may lawfully be invoked. This would mean 
an abortion is not directly intended nor 
desired during the course of an operation 
on the mother. 


To cite Haring again: “The physician is 
surely allowed to perform all the medically 
accepted operations with- the standard 
procedures, insofar as they appear neces- 
sary to remedy an acute, hazardous, morbid 


condition of the expectant mother. 


“This principle is valid and may be fol- 
lowed even if the medical procedures bear 
with them a probable or even certain dan- 
ger for the life of the child as an undesired 
and indirect consequence... 


“In no instance whatever may the infant 
be directly killed. Its death must be solely 
an undesired effect of the medical proce- 
dure which is in itself permitted and neces- 
sary. Thus the death is accepted, not 
desired or sought, not directly effected.” 


The ecclesiastical punishment of excom- 
munication — reserved to the bishop — for 
the direct taking of the life of the fetus is 
severe and extends to “all those who are 
guilty of this crime and those who cooperate 
positively in it — and the mother is also 
included.”

Priest says ecumenists can 
look to Pentecostals for unity 


NEW YORK (RNS) — The ecumenical 
movement should look at the whole Pente- 
costal movement “‘as one of the significant 
signs of a way forward on the journey to 
rediscovering . full visible unity in 
Christ,” according to a study document 
released through the World Council of 
Churches. 


A 16-page paper entitled, “Can the Pen- 
tecostal Movement Renew the Church?” 
was written by. Father Emmanuel Sulli- 
van, SA, an American, in cooperation with 
the Committee on Unity in Prayer of the 
British Council of Churches. 


The author, a Franciscan Friar of the 
Atonement, surveys the biblical and his- 
torical origins of the Pentecostal — or 
charismatic — elements in Christianity; 
the nature of the Pentecostal denomina- 
tions and the birth and growth of modern 
neo-Pentecostalism. 


HE STATES THAT most Churches — . 


Catholic and Protestant — have adopted 
“a negative attitude” toward the phenome- 
non, or at least approached it with 
“caution.” f 


He also notes growing contacts between 


Pentecostals and the Vatican Secretariat for 
Christian Unity, World Council interest in 
the movement and more sensitivity in 
mainline Protestant Churches because of 
their Pentecostal members. 


Father Sullivan cites four factors he dis- 
covered in a two-year study which suggest 
to him that ecumenists and those con- 
cerned about church renewal should hold 
opena “qualified” yet positive response. 
The four factors are: 


— A WIDESPREAD “feeling” among 
many persons that the Church is “not 
meeting the deeper needs of the human 
spirit.” The Pentecostal movement, while 
possibly having theological deficiencies 
and considerable emotionalism, does 
appeal to persons around the world, he 
said. 

— Pentecostalism is “a prayer move- 
ment that leads Christians to appropriate 
works of love and service.” 

— The New Testament faith and. the 
Church are by nature charismatic. 

— THE MOVEMENT forces Churches to 


face up to questions in the relation of doc- 
trine and experience.

Maryland legislator apologizes for slur on Pope 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (RNS) 
— A Maryland state senator 
apologized on the floor of 
the legislature here for 
publicly describing Pope 
Paul VI as “that little 
spaghetti-bender in Rome.” 
The statement was made in 
a “moment of stress and 
heated exchange,” he said. 


Sen. Peter A. Bozick (D- 
Prince Georges), a Catholic, 
who made the remark dur- 
ing hearings on a bill that 
would outlaw agricultural 
boycotts, said he wanted to 
apologize ‘for so labeling a 
great spiritual leader.” 


ACKNOWLEDGING that 
it was a “statement of bad 
taste” that has perhaps 
brought “shame on the 
State of Maryland,” Sen. 
Bozick said, “The phone at 
home has been ringing off 
the hook. 


“Our priest called and I 
don’t want my kids walking 
down the street and people 
asking them, ‘what’s hap- 
pened to your father?” 


He said he sent an 
open letter to both area 
Catholic newspapers — The 
Catholic Standard, Washing- 
ton, D.C., and the Baltimore 
Catholic Review. It was enti- 


tled “Open letter to all 
those whom I have 
offended.” 


AT THE SAME time, Sen. 


Bozick reverted to his 
former criticism of the 
Church by noting “I do wish 
that my Church and its 
leaders would devote a 
greater effort- toward the 
spiritual well-being of its 
followers.” 
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During the controversial 
hearings on boycotts by 
farm workers and others, he 
and another Catholic legis- 
lator, Sen. Joseph Staszak 
(D-Baltimore), critized the 
Church for meddling in sec- 
ular affairs. 


THEY WERE responding 
to the appearance of two 
spokesmen for the Balti- 
more archdiocese who tes- 
tified before the Senate’s 
Economic Affairs Commit- 
tee. The spokesmen 
opposed the bill to outlaw 
boycotts against seafood 
and farm products. 


Sen. Bozick had _ told 
them: “You ought to tell 
those (Church) people to 
stop worrying about these 
things, and tell: that 
spaghetti-bender in Rome 
to stop worrying about 
these things.”

Legal rights of unborn 
asked of U.S. Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(RNS) A Fordham 
University law professor 
who led an unsuccessful 
drive to overturn New York 
State’s liberalized abortion 
law has asked the U.S. Sup- 
reme Court to consider his 
claim that abortion violates 
the legal rights of “unborn 
children.” 


The plea was made in 
behalf of Prof. Robert M. 
Byrn, in connection with a 
motion he filed last Sep- 
tember, asking the court to 
strike down New York’s 
abortion law. 


He is now asking the 
court to delay action on his 
original appeal and 
schedule a hearing on the 
legal rights of the unborn. 


BYRN‘S LAWYER, 
Thomas J. Ford of Brook- 
lyn, said that since unborn 
children were not parties to 
the Texas and Georgia 
cases, “fundamental fair- 
ness” necessitates that 
their position be heard.

In 1971, Prof. Byrn was 
appointed by a New York 
judge to be special legal 
guardian of all unborn fet- 
uses facing abortion in New 
York City municipal hospi- 
tals. 


IN HIS ORIGINAL suit, 
Byrn charged that the New 


York liberalized abortion 
law violated the 14th 
Amendment to the Con- . 
stitution which holds that 
no state ‘“‘shall deprive any 
person of life, liberty or 
property without the pro- 
cess of law.” 

But, in July 1972, the New 
York Court of Appeals 
upheld the state abortion 
law, and in its 5-2 decision 
ruled that “unborn chil- 
dren have never been rec- 
ognized as persons in the 
law in the whole sense.”

YOUR RESPONSE may 
have been conditioned — 
but wait until you’ve heard 
from an official of the 
University of Notre Dame. 


Many articles (both sec- 
ular and church-oriented) 
have hinted that a college 
athlete is less than a whole 
person. 


And those writers who 
doubt his scholarship in 
some cases have even 
doubted his masculinity. 


But not Prof. Michael 
DeCicco, academic adviser 
at the University of Notre 
Dame. 


FOLLOWING some pub- 
licity of this type about 
Fighting Irish athletes, he 
came up with this response 
— published as a letter to 
the editor of The Washington 


Post. Says DeCicco: 


—Notre Dame has 365 
varsity athletes. Their 
academic achievement in 
1971-72 came to an average 
of 2.826. 


— Notre Dame also has a 
pretty good student body. 
Last year the average grade 
was 2.893. 


THE ATHLETE probably 
averaged 20 hours a week of 
sports activity in addition 
to the same workload car- 
ried by “students.” 


An obvious response 
from the anti-athletic 
clique would be this: “So, 
what’s new? The athlete is 
taking a ‘snap course’ in 
physical education.” 


At which point Prof. 
DeCicco reminds Wash- 
ington Post readers that 
there is no physical ed- 
ucation major granted at 
Notre Dame. 


THE WHOLE question — 
and a healthy one — appar- 
ently was spurred by a com- 
ment by a George Washing- 
ton University basketball 
coach. He was: quoted in 
the newspaper, thus draw- 
ing a sharp reply from De- 
Cicco. 


Current books 


CATHOLIC AMERICA by 
John Cogley. NY, Dial Press. 
304 pages, $9.95. 


John Cogley, tong 
associated with liberal 
Catholic causes, has now, 
mellowed through the 
years, written a highly per- 
sonalized history of the 
Church in the United 
States. 


The first half of the book 
recounts the actual history, 


from the first “Romane 
Catholics” to the 
“Humanae Vitae con- 


troversy.” There is an occa- 
sional lapse, such as referr- 
ing to Bishop Bernard 
McQuaid as an auxiliary to 
Archbishop Corrigan in the 
original parish-school con- 
troversy. 


The second half of this 
important book might be 
called a history of the ideas 
and movements that have 
guided the American 
Church. Cogley also discus- 
ses the contributions of var- 
ious national groups — the 


Irish, Hispanos, Germans, 
French, etc. 

The book will be highly 
controversial in some cir- 
cles, but it is a valuable 
contribution to Church his- 
tory. 


THE STORY OF DAN 
LYONS, SJ by John D. 
McCallum. NY, Guild 
Books 443 pages, $7.95. 


Probably the most con- 
troversial priest-journalist 
in America is Father Dan 
Lyons. He has championed 
all the causes of the far 
right with unremitting zeal. 

His stand on the war in 
Indochina earned him the 
nickname “Father Hawk.” 
Equally unremitting is his 
crusade against Commun- 
ism. 

McCallum has written a 
fine biography of this fifty- 
year-old Jesuit. At the same 
time, he chronicles the 
right-wing movement in the 
Catholic Church.

LONDON (RNS) — After 
the Good Food Guide, the 
Good Hotel Guide and many 
other “Good Guides” which 
Britain has long produced, 
Catholics have published 
the Good Church Guide. 


And what it means is that 


churches “where Mass is 
almost inaudible” or 
“where the. liturgy is 


. Slipshod” face the prospect 


of public exposure by 
anonymous inspectors just 
like those who visit hotels 
and restaurants. 


The Good Church Guide 
was launched in an issue of 
The Clergy Review, a highly 
responsible Catholic jour- 
nal which circulates mainly 
among priests. The guide, 
according to the editors, is 
experimental at this stage. 


THE FIRST issue 
examined two well-known 
churches — Blackfriars at 
Oxford and St. James in the 
fashionable Spanish Place 
of West London’s Mayfair 
district. 


At Blackfriars, the in- 
spector — there are 30 
critics at work — found: 
“The atmosphere of 
relaxed concentration is 
one that is extremely rare 
in an English liturgy.” 

“It might seem obvious,” 
he added, “that this mood
